Mr, Lowe contended 
thatiio leg ul second or third ineellngot creditors 
wns proved to have trtken place ; but that the 
insolvent was eiaminedj at a mooting called 
before the Chief Commissioner, repeatedly ad- 
journed; mid that the examination was not 
shown lo have ut any time terminated, sinco 
dierc were examinations posterior lu the d&leof 
the third meeting, which were not In evidence, 
Mr. Liowo submitted, on tho authority or the 
cose of Bsr o, Walters, 3. C and P. 142, that 
the oDcnco of removing or conaealing could not 
ho doomed complete, until after the 3rd meet- 
ing should hnvohocti duly held, and tho exa- 
tninstion of thu insolvent finally concluded.

of, he shall bo guiltv of felony. Such an 
enactment very reasonably ndinits of thu oon- 
structioa, put on it by Mr. Justine Park; that, 
os ihc bankrupt is on his third examination to 
discover his estate, nnd deliver it up, and til 
the same section the ofFcneu of removing or 
concealing any of il is created, there is up to 
that period a laciu prmtcwitiir — 4q that any 
provious concoalmeutj if there were then a dis- 
covery and yielding up of the property, 
would, ns it were, be purged and done away 
with. The game principle was ndopted 
in Eveni's case, (Ky. end Mood. 71.) In 
thnt cue then was clear crldcnco of a fraudu- 
lent removal, after the bankruptcy. The 
bankrupt, however, at his last examination, 
produced a book and some papers, which ho 
»atd contained n ful l disclosure of his property. 
That hook was not forthcoming at tlie irial i 
nnd the Judges held, that its noil- production 
was i n -I to the prisoner's conviction— ror 
without it, said they, it could not be 
known whether the effects had been concealed 
or not. The enactment, therefore, U clearly, 
appears, taken altogether, is coristirucd to 
amount to this; that, tho time tor discovering 
and yielding up being fixed, there can ho no 
cli'ectual or complete concealment, such as the 
statuta contemplated, uaul chat time shall linvn 
gonn by. But tho provision in our lucil Act, 
under which the indietnicol in this case is 
founded, (5 Vic. Mo. 17, s. /is, I is couched in 
very diBcrcnt terms. It appoints no stated 
tinie for tlie insolvents discovery of his pro- 
perty i hut nukcehini guilty of n misdemeanor, 
if he shall leave, cmbczslcd, concealed, retained, 
or removed, any part of his ornate, with intent 
to defraud his creditors, icAraW btfut* or ajltr 
fiit iiirnfesney.

That inventory, however, may never he re- 
quired ; nnd if not required, how is the act of 
previous concealment or rcmavid affected i 
llut, whothcr required or nol, it seems la us 
that tlie act ivould equally have been com- 
plete. TJioorTcnoe existed, we think, at tho 
moment of perpetration, iu and by the aot it- 
self, There is nothing in either of the two 
clauses, thnt we cno discover, which sup|rorts

The next objection was, that tho removal or 
concealment hare having been by the hands of 
llontson, a guilty agent, by his own oouTcsaioni 
in tlio absence of tile insolvent (though, ac- 
cording to Boftlson. by tho Latter'a procure- 
ment, and to defraud his creditors,) the insol- 
vent could not— without a violation of the 
technical rules of lnw— he deemed guilty of the 
offence charged upon him. That offence, it 
was argued, can oidy be committed by nn 
in Kief nr. Therefore Bontson could not he 
guilty of il. Tho concealment, or removal, 
must ho by a person Aomii? crtrfi/ors, within- 
tent to d alWu- thorn. Consequently, Jleatson 
was not criminal, in point of law. by conceal- 
ing or reraovbig, Or, if ho were, it was not of 
this particular crime, Were it possible that 
hs should have hecn, Hughes might then be 
an'swcmblc i since, iu cases of misdemeanor, 
nil concerned arc principals. But Bvatson, if 
he committed nny nuance, did not commit that 
mentioned in the lord section , nnd Hughes, if 
guilty at nil, wns Accessary to him only, In 
thai section, thctiffhnce is termed " fraudulent 
Insolveuey."

strictest kind.

in tent on tho insolvent's part to defraud his, 
creditors. The agent Is irresponsible for his 
share ill thnt transaction ; and the Insolvent, 
consequently, cannot be accessary to him, 
lie must, therefore, cilher be guilty 
as principal, or nut at nil. Surely, 
the question whether ha is so guilty or 
not, cannot depend on nny inquiry as to tho 
mere mornl innocence of his agent, Ths ques- 
tion plainly must bo determined, by reference 
to tho legal incidents of the act alone. 

It appears tout to be a fallacy, to consider 
tho olfenee at committed by llctiuon only. 
His acts were, slmplv, tho removal, and the 
sending in ofthe false return. But the saacenl- 
menr, lo which ench of these tended, and in 
which tlie fraud consisted, wns the not of the 
Insolvent, as much as of his colleague. Then, 
as to tha act of removal, and iht false return. 
Wo arc by no means prepared to say, that the 
maxim qui jhtit per alitm docs not apply to 
such cases ; even though the olfenee is crested 
by statute ; and though nn words, applicable 
to the commission of an oaence by agent, be 
found therein. It is said in Hawkins, (vol. 2, 
byCurwood, Hi,) that it seems to have been 
always agreed, although pennl statutes arc to 
bo construed strictly, that where a statute or- 
dains that those who arc guilty of n thing shall 
beadjudgcdirBiUnsorfoloiB.il by necessary 
implication makes all procurers or it principals 
or necessaries, on the same circumstances as 
will moke them so in treason or felony at com- 
mon law:— " bocftU»e" (he says) "loch per- 
sons may properly be said la have Jons tbo 
thing, In the manner caused by them; aud w 
camu rr-iV-si'it iht nery [scroti r/ rSj* rrarirr*." Now 
this certainly does not prove, that Hughes 
could bo accessary (or would have been, En 
case the crime were felony) to sn act which 
Dcstson could not possibly commit himself, 
llut it goes far to show the principle, oh which 
tho procurer of a felony is made guilty, The 
sostuts docs not mention those, who " cause Of 
procure" tbo felony to be dona. Yet they 
ate punishable. Why? — Becntiao {according 
to the passage cited) they may properly he 
said, by procuring tho not, to ate that act, 
That is, in effect, they hnvc done it 
by in agent; and have, ihercfcro, 
dona it themselves, llut, by the rules of law, 
he who is absent when n telony is done, is 
•' iiccKniry" only. The term Indicates the 
lechnieallcgal qutdityof his crime. Where, 
however, the person by whom ha did the act 
is irrsijmosais, ho then by the act of Ills agent 
becomes principal. In cither case, it would 
seem, responsibility for tlie sets of tho agent, 
in eriminal cases, as well as in civil, is esta- 
blished ; and so, the doctrine thai where a 
statute punishes tho doing of a thing, ho who 
procure! it to ha done is punishable also. 

But, in this ease, some of the acts going to 
constitute tho oiFerrco, (as already observed,) 
are dons by tho procurer himself \ the re- 
mainder, only, by tiro ngent. On principle, it 
would seem that the latter acts may he 
deemed those of the procurer ; as much 
as ir, though only caused to bo done, 
they had bcon "actually done by him. 
Wo may rest eur decision, however, on 
these tsro considerations t— lint, that here 
there has been a crime oommitted ; that is to 
nay, if it can be committed by en insolvent in 
any part, by tho agency of nn irresponsible 
third pnrtyi — nnd, secondly, that according 
both to Serjeant Hawkins, (vol, £. p, 440,) nnd

This 
was an action on the case, brought to recover 
damages against the Corporation lor injury 
sustained by the plnlntuT, in oonscrjuenco of a 
carriage, and horses belonging to him having 
been driven into a cut made in Castleriagh- 
strcct South, in October last, for the purpose 
of laying down water pipes.

evidence that on a dark night in October lost, 
the servant of tho plaintiff, who is u liTery- 
itable keeper, residing in Tllt-strect, was 
driving o cab from Liverpool-street towards 
nathurst-tlrcet, and that hi conseqnenee of an 
excavation which had been mode in the street, 
and of certain pipes being laid near the kerb, 
the vehiclo struck onanist thu pipes, and lho 
horses and carriage were thrown into the 
excavation and considerably injured. It was 
also proved that no lights had been placed as 
a warning, nor had the street been blocked up. 
The defence was, first, that there was po oy|. 
dence that the Corporation had ordered the 
excavation to ho made; and, secondly, that 
tho plaintiff was bound to use ordinary care to 
ovoid obstructint) in the road, which on 
this .occasion he had net done, Thn 
Commissioner having summed up, tho osses- 
iois found a ? erdlct for the plaintiff— damages 
£15. A question relative to the j tirisdictiun of 
lho Court to entertain an action against a body 
corporate was raised by the Ciiy Solicitor at 
the outset of the ease, which was overruled by 
the Commissioner ; when the verdict was de- 
clared, Mr, Nichols applied to his Honor for a 
copy of his notes, fur the purpose of mating 
the Supreme Court for a writ of prohibition.

residenu of tlie dunrict and tha iiurroiiiidimr 
neighbourliood, und oo was cipected lo return* 
by this mail. Soinemischicvcus imps had eir- 
culated a report that the inaU had bin iinnped 
and robbed ; many took this inftirioaliun as ■ 
gospel, and thero wits certainly a probability 
of truth about it, si the Hartley races were on. 
nnd It is generally known that on such occa- 
sions thero are a number of idle and desperate 
ckoroctera who mil nmongnt the aWn- 
Wngu, and the tiling, therefore, w™ not 
so vsry Improbabte ; liowover, the rurivnl 
of tho mail nt tlie time named settled all 
doubts, nnrl tlie cause of delny explained. It 
nppcared Hint on Tuesdny innrnlng, the vehicle 
convoying the m all left Penrith at tlie usual 
hour, the h orses fnmisltctl on flic occasion 
were In n wretched condition, and ecnflvmed 
jiliF, ths -getting up Lapnnne llill ncetipicd 
nine hours, sad the performance of a distance 
of Iweuty miles from Penrith, vin., to Ttvonty- 
rnilo Hollow, occupied twenty-two houtt— less 
than a mile an hour. Mr, Kennedy, most 
anxious to avoid as much as possible any delay 
in the arrival of the mail at Ilaihnrst, sent to 
Penrith and procured a light tan snd two 
horses, shifted the heaviest portion of the 
specie on to the cart, and ttiuitelf arid a 
trooper of the Mounted Police got on tlie cart 
to guard the cash, Thiscoitsiii) horses werctm.

ployed between Penrith atid Twenty Mile 
Ilollow, and he is by no means the only indi- 
vidual who has made Lie same complaint ; 
from the latter place, on to Bathurst, tint 
horses were In flrsi-ratu condition, and speak 
highly to the credit of the management of tlie 
aODtraelor i _Mr. Rotten. The mails have Binee 
arrived with regularity. We always repu- 
diated the idea of running the mail through 
from P-ftthurst to Penrith, in the one day, 
convinced that, in tho present wretched state 
of the roads, it is almost impracticable to 
do so and insure punctuality iu tlie arrival of 
the nmita.
